His 
most important achievement was the pass- 
ing of tho Reform Bill of 1867 ; although 
its cperation, in tho opinion of many pro- 
minont men, for the time, at least, apnihil- 
ated the Conservative purty. It was the 
Libural victory, at the polling boothy in 
1868, that drew Disrueli’s attention to the 
loase cohesion between the individual mem- 
Phers of his party. No poruaunent local 
Comiervative foro then existed. In the 
thriving southern towns of Laneashire—w 
county which above all others has taken 
the lead in tho active furtherance of Con- 
servative ideas and cbjects—a few working- 
men's Clubs were known: clsowhore;—cer- 
tain crude political machinery was put into 
cumbersome motion about election times, 
after which it was allowed to rust till the 
noxt vlection, With rare exceptions, the 
counties thon plumped en masse for tho 
Tory party, while the towns were practi- 
callyall Radical At the clcetions of 1868, 
when Gladstone came into power, it will be 
surprising to many to learn that London 
returned a single Conservative. In order 
wo curry on a contest in tho. boroughs, the 
Conservatives resorted to extensive open 
bribery ; and no candidate had the shadow 
Of a chances unless lie owned a long purée and 
was willing to pour out its contents un- 
stintingly, ‘Tt wag from this disreputable 
chaotic disorder that Disracli, with Mr 
Gore,’ whom wa may term the Tory 
Schowdhorst, evolved order, und gradually 
built'up the pormanent smovth-working 
electoral machinery’ such as now oxists.

Everybody why trades in or 
THE with China will acknowledgo 
TRADE MARK the importance of the Trade 
Question. Mark question. Over and 
. over again complaints have 
boon heard from the various.clusses of busi- 
noss men in the Colony. In many cases 
not only has their honest hard labor been 
interfered with but they have been doprived 
altogethor of the results of their initial 
work, through a counterfeit or colourable 
imitation securing the tratlo established by 
the genuine article. Some argue against 
this that nearly everybody, by also bringing 
out colourable imitations, counterbalances 
this injury. We cannot for a moment 
bring ourselves to look upon the mattor-in 
this light, Io Hongkong, a free port, it 
would be dininetrieally. opposed to the Bri- 
tish fair and frou trade principles to saddle 
the colony with natrow-minded and vexa- 
Hous regulations, which might discourage 
enterprise, Entorprise; however, which is 
derived’ from tho knowledge that certain 
‘Trade Marks have a goud sale, is of a 
low. degree: It ix bare of originality, 
shrinks from hard work, should be hoy- 
cutted by the community, and prevented by 
the Authorities, We quite sez the difii- 
culty of formulating laws and ordinances 
making auch practices: impossible, - They 
would have to’cover a. vist ground ‘and 
could. not be -irranged ‘without a- great 
mapy divisions, and sub-divisions, This 
8 nso agaiust the principles of an .opon 
port.
